“Tie President summoned to the 
White House’ Chairman Dent of tne 
Housé Military Atiaird Comsilttes and 
two Republican l@idérs—Mr. Mann oi 
jiMinois and Mr. Lénroot of Wisconsin. 
it was made plain at these con‘erences 
that the Administration would not yield 
oh the conscription issue. 

Chairman Dent went to tha White 
House with suggestions. of a compro- 
muse bill: providing for a tryout of the 
yorunteer plan beiore conscription was 
put. into etfect. The same compromise 
was proposed while Secretary Baker 
was before the House committee. Both 
the Presiaent and the Secretary of War 
‘tatly rejected the. proposition lor a vol- 
unteer army, or an “army haif-volunteer 
and halt-conscript. 

The Secretary of War agreed to yield 
on certain minor features of the Admin- 
istration measure; he would not budge 
on the fundamentals. . Mr. Bakér was 
before the House Committee in the 
morning and returned for a further con- 
ference and {ree discussion tonignt. 
When the committee adjourned after 10 
o'clock the Administrauon appeared for 
the first time to be in control of the 
situation and the Army bill was on the 
way to a favorable report. ; 

Secretary Baker told the House Com- 
mittee flatly tonight that the War De- 
partment’s plan tor the organization of 
an army by Selective conscription was 
the only feasible way of meeting’ the 
emergency with Germany.

CANADIAN CAVALRY IN ACTION. 


Performed Daring Deeds During Ger- 
man Retreat, Ottawa Reports. 
OTTAWA, April 17.—Successes by 
Canada’s cavalry in recent fighting at- 


the front are described in an unofficial 
dispatch received here today from 
Canadian Headquarters in France. 

During the enemy’s recent withdraw- 
al, the dispatch recounts, Canadian 
horsemen were used -to keep the retir- 
iuz infantry on the move, accomplishing 
this with such success that within four 
days six villages were captured, in- 
cluding three which. were well organ- 
izéd. This advance was made ahead 
of the Entente infantry 
mile front to a depth o 
mies, 

‘* This cavalry dash into the enemy’s 
lines,’”’ the dispatch reads, ‘‘ was one of 
the first operations of the sort on the 
western fro since the Marne cam- 
paign, and it furnished many incidents 
that, but for the great events taki 
place elsewhere, would have afford 
much material for descriptive writers. 

“The most dramatic of all is the case 
of a young Lieutenant who, while lead- 
ing his troops to the attack on one of 
the villages the Canadians captured, 
came upon a trench protected by three 
strands of wire and occupied by twenty 
Germans who had a machine gun. The 
Lieutenant jumped from his horse and 
ran straight for the machine gun, clear- 
ing the wire. In the best cross-country 
running form he sprang at the machitie- 
gunner and captured the gun. He found 
out afterward that the unexpected ap- 
pearance of a body of horsemen 
mede the gunner nervous and pre- 
vented him from getting into action 
before being shot down. second’s 
hesitation on the part of. the horseman 
would have meant: many casuaities to 
the men of his troop.” :

Vienna and other large cities continue 
to struggle with food problems, which 
are due very largely to the extremely 
poor conditions of transport. The long 
war has caused a general depreciation 
of railroad tracks and rolling stock. 


Another factor in the food shortage in: 


the cities is the shortsighted system of 
regulations, leaving comparative plenty 
in many rural districts, while the thick- 
ly yeopled industrial sections are in 
want. Although food prices in Vienna 
are three. times those of peace times, 
it is still possible to. procure supplies 
in far-off districts almost as cheaply 
and casily as in times of peace. ‘The 
Government re ions. have been far 
mahy respects, al- 
though thus far they have served te 
keep. in reserve supplies. which ulti- 
mately will be availiable. In the mean- 
time, however, the public is paying a 
terriffc price for this system in the form 
of extortion practiced “7 sore 
middlemen, whom the vernment in 
most cases has been unable to reach, 
owing to the fact that they have pow- 
erful Vienna banks behind them.’ 


The recent conviction of the Presi- 
dent of the Allgemeine Verkehrsbank 
of Vienna to nine months’ imprisonment 
and a fine of 20,000 crowns ($4,000) had 
a salutary effect, however, and other 
similar cases are. now pending before 
the courts. 

The éfforts of the Government to 
punish those who have driven up food 
prices have resulted in a demand for in- 
vestigation of the affairs of the aristo- 
cratic landed class, which is charged 
with having availed itself of opportuni- 
ties created by the war to profit finan- 
cially. Some of the charges appear to 
be well founded. The corre$pondent un- 
derstands that Emperor Charles is tak- 
ing @ personal interest in this affair.

Mayor Prohibits Sale of Liquor 
After 1 o’Clock A. M., Be- 
. ginning on May 1. 


RESTAURANT MEN. AGREE 


Roof Shows May Begin “Early and 
Go for an Hour After Midnight— 
Saloons Under the Ban, Too. 


- Mayor Mitchel decided yesterday to-. 
cancel every all-night license for the 
sale of intoxicating liquor, beginning on 
May‘1, unfil the war ends. -After_that 
date every hotel, restaurant, saloon, 
cabaret, roof garden, or other place 
holding a permit to sell liquor after 1 
A. M. must close promptly at that hour. 
Sixty-five places in all are affected— 
thirty-two restaurants and amusement 
places that in the past have stayed open 
till 2 A. M., and thirty-three saloons and 
eating places for the convenience of 
night workers, which now: seil liquor aH 
night. Having no legal authority to 
regulate the hours at which drinks may 
be served in private clubs, the Mayor, on 
behalf of the city, called upon the club 
proprietors voluntarily to cease the sale 
of alcoholic drinks after 1 A. M. 

The Mayor’s-action was a surprise to 
Broadway. The present administration 
has been ‘considered “liberal” in the 
enforcement: of the liquor law, even 
places without night license having been 
dealt with none too severely. After the 
first of the month, however, the Mayor 
intends to clamp the “ lid’’ down tight 
and the police will be instructed -to, see 
that there are no violations. 

The Mayor did not announce his in- 
tention until after he had conferred 
with several hotel and restaurant pro- 
prietors and representatives of the hotel 
and restaurant. associations. His pro- 
posal received their, approval, and all 
promsed to. co-operate. On Monday 
night the Mayor conferred with Thomas 


‘D. Greene of the Hotel Woodstock, 
President of the National Hotel Men’s 


Association; John Cavanaugh, President 
of the Association: of Restaurateurs, and 
several hotel proprietors: To’.them he 
announced his determination to cancel 
all-night licenses and end early morn- 
ing dancing and drinking because of the 
war, and all agreea. 

Amplifying this agreement, a number 
of hotel and restaurant people called 
upon the Mayor yesterday at City Hall 
and agreed te close promptly at 1 
o'clock. Among them were Thomas 
Healy,.Charles Gehring, proprietor of a 
hotel and restaurant publication; Joseph 


ner of Reisenweber’s, Paul Salvin of 
Rector’s, and John McE. Bowman of tne 
Biltmore. 

This is the Mayor’s istaternent: 

I have decided to cancel for the period 
of the war all existing all-night licenses 
for the sale of intoxicating drinks. This 
action will become effective on May 1, and 
applies to every place holding such a per- 
mit, whether it be a hote:, restaurant, 
saloon, cabaret, or roof garden, and means 
that these places must all close promody 
at the hour fixed by law, which is 1 o’clock. 

This action I have taken ‘because our 
country is now engaged in war, and at such 
a ‘time it would seem not only lacking in 

but in’ a proper sense of the 
present crisis for these places to remain 
open for dancing and drinking as hereto- 
fore. Such a thing would be most unfitting 
at a time when we are asking our young 
men to enlist in the army and tavy and 
risk their lives in«tne detense of their 
country, and when all the earnest men and 
women of..the country are devoting all 
‘ their thoughts_ and energies to the service 
of the nation, 

Frugality ky shortly bedéiie a general 
necessity. It is well to begtn its practice 
voluntarily and. before necessity compels 

. The coneervation of our resources, na- 
tional and personal, human and mat 
should begin now. 

We have come to a time of national 
sucrifice. It is but proper that. the people 
of this great city, which has led in the 
advocacy of national preparedness and thé 
assertion of our national rights and ideals, 
should evidence their readiness to face the 
national crisis soberly and with some 
measure of personal. self-sacrifice. 

Iam pe mag to be’ able to announce that 
my decision hag met with the full approval 
of the representatives of the hotel and 
restaurant men’s associations. They have 
promised me their camplete cooperation in 
carrying it out. Like aljl good citizens, 
they recognize the seemliness and necessity 
of this step. 

While 1 have no legal authority to regu- 
late the hours during which drinks may be 
served in private clubs, I'am sure“that the 
public spirit of club members throughout 
the city wilt dictate a yoluntary compliance 
with the policy herein outlined.

‘The Council of 
Workers’ and Soldiers’ Delegates ‘shall 
control the election, which shall tix the 
political régime of ‘Russia and her 
fundamental laws. 

The report also provides that after 
constitutional . questions are settled the 
Assémbly shall take up agrarian prob- 
lems and draft hew laws on matters of 
labor, ees of nationality, organiza- 
tion of local sel f-government, and all 
questions of an international character.

MILK FOR FRENCH CHILDREN 


Rushing Aid to Destitute in Dis- 
tricts Evacuated by Germans. 


More thart 50,000, cans of condensed 
milk are being shipped to the districts 
about Noyon recently evacuated by the 
Germans. The shipments are being made 


"by the American Red Cross in response 
to an urgent cable message’ from. the 
American Relief Clearing House in Paris. 
The condition of the children in this 
region is desperate. They have been un- 
dernourished for the last two years, 1 and 
in the latter part of this time practically 
no eggs or milk’and very little meat was 
left for the civilian gerry by the 
Germans. Those living in towns immedi- 
ately back of the firing liné could receive 
little aid from the American Relief Com- 
mission. 4 
With the milk will go quantities of 
much-needed children’s and women’s un- 
derwear, with shawls and blankets, Cot- 
ton and woolen rarments are almost un- 
1able in France. The Red Cross is 
ag every efivi to increase this sup- 
ply. and gifts, if sent to-the Bush Ter- 
minal in Brooklyn, will be forwarded to 
France free.

Much as 
these deputies talk about peace at 
oncé, they were compelled or per- 
suaded 4 week ago to adopt, by a vote 
of 825 to 55, a resolution against any 
efforts to weaken the fighting capac- 
ity of the army and urging workmen 
tu’ do their utmost to furnish the 
fighting force with needed supplies. 

These men calling themselves rep 
resentatives of the -workingmen. ané 
ot the soldiers are extreme radicals 
and syndicalists, corresponding tothe 
I. W. W. agitators im: this country. 
Just as by their much vociferation 
the pacifists here, before the declara-‘ 
tion of War, must have.created abroad 
the impression that it was very doubt- 
ful whether we would go to war at 
all, so this little band of Russiafi 
radicais haye aroused here and among 
the Allies generally some misgiving 
as to the success of the revolution 
and the future of Russia. That was 
because. their doings have been s06 
noisily heralded. abroad. The noise 
itself {s aut of all proportion to their 
numbers and their. influence. of 
course, if it were possible for these 
violent extremists to. come into cons 
trol Russia: would go to. the dogs. 
They aré exhorting the people and the 
workingmen to be on guard against 
reactionary tendencies in the Provi- 
alonal Government, yet they them- 
selves are the only force now visibly 
working in. Ruséia for a restoration 
of autocratic rule. Their triumph 
over the stfong and steady men of the 
Government would tring anarchy at 
once, and the country would natural- 
ly turp to the dethroned Czar or some 
other autocrat for deliverance from 
disorder and convulsion.

With an army of 4 million untrained 
men, we should then be as ufiprepared 
for defense as’ we -now are. 

Training and. mobilisation should 
not be déinyed. We are not going to 
escape our share of the fighting in 
thie war, The Army bill providing 
for the increase of our forces to any 
strength our necessities demand by 
the adoption of the-pringiple of uni- 
versal servide should be a law before 
the end of this week. The Military 
Committee of the Senate realizes the 
imperative need of quick action, but 


‘the pacifist statesmen ‘of the House 


seem to be ‘dgtermined to delay ac- 
tion. They, and their comparatively 
few adherents, fear that with -uni- 
versal service established while the 
war lasts it will be impossible to pre- 
vent the adoption of the universal 
military training plan times of 
peace. As they are sure to be beaten, 
a long debate on this subject would 
do no harm if there Was time to spare. 
But we must not lose a day. The 
simple fact ia that we canriot have a 
trained army except with universal 
service. . Without a trained army we 
shall-be doomed to disaster. _

THE A B C OF WAR SERVICE. 

There is not yet a ‘general under. 
standing of the conditions and obliga- 
tions of service in this war. Young 
men are offering thetnselves and desig- 
nating what they aré to do. War 
means something far “different from 
what is implied in: thatykind of volun- 
teering. The mah Who Would serve 
his country submits himself in detail 
as follows: 

A—He presents himself without con- 
dition or reservation for such use as 
the country can put him to. 

B—He fills out a statement for the 
information of the Govérnment as to 
what he is best fitted for. This is a 
description and not the expression’ of a 
preferefice. _- 

C—Authorities duly constituted by 
the State or nation should, and will, 
pass on the applicants, those best 
fitted for soldiers to be enlisted, those 
qualified for other service to be en- 
rolled for the period of the war and 
assigned to their régulat tasks, under 
control of the Government. ‘Thé gsol- 
diers ‘show their dedication to their 
country by. their uniform, the oats 
by the brassard. . 

The big potht is that soldiers and in- 
dustrial reserves must be undér a 
common control and there must be no 
trifling. Buropean experience has 
shown that tt takes five man behind to 
keep one Soldier at the front. When 
men submit to the ‘discipline they de- 
velop their full usefulness and. the 
status is the same for warriors and 
workers. All the various forms of war 
activity can be kept going, and there 
will be no disruption of industry. But 
ho mah can pick and choose. His fit- 
fess for war must be judged by his 
country and not by himself. That is 
the sactifice that the young manhood 
of America is facing today.

There was a big and enthusiastic au- 
dience at the sale of the art collection 
of the late David T. Watson of Pitts- 
burgh, and others at the Plaza under 
the auspices of the American Art Asso- 
¢lation last evening. It was the biggest 
picture sale: since. the Yerkes, and the 
Corets of the collection brought the 
highest average at which they Have ever 
scld at a pubiic sale. 

The returns for the eighty-five pict- 
ures sold were $535,520. This made the 
big average of $3,559 a picture. 

The high price of the ey ening was for 
the beautiful Troyon, (“Going to 
aegh which went to Bernet, agent, 

r $45,000. The picture is going to a 
Philadelphia art collector. he Corot 
which brought the highest price was 
“Te Bac,” which also went to Bernet, 
agent, who gave ,0O0 for it and it, 
too, will go = Phil ladelphia. 


‘ Record Broken for Corots. 


The average for the Corots—theré were 
nine in the sale—was $18,343, . The 
highest average before that at’a public 
salé was $15,335, which was given at 
the Henry sale. The grand total for:the 
entire sale of 168 pictures was 870. 

Much enthusiasm was shown by the 

audience’ as one after another of the 
ictures.was put up. The Troyon, which 
rought the high price of tne sale, was 
worthy of the enthusiasm shown tor it. 
It was an earry morning scene, a peas- 
ant woman on a donkey, the pannjers on 
either side of the animal fill with 
sce truck; there are sheep, a cow, a 
arking oor shadowy trees on either 
side in the background. and the picture 
is seen through the ruddy light of the 
rising sun which, coming through the 
morning mist, throws the shadows of 
the group into the foregrvund of the 
picture.

Supt. Phillips Restricts Companies 
Under Proclamation of President. 


Jesse 8. Phillips, Superintendent’ of 
Insurance, made public yesterday the 


rules préscribed by him relative to the 
ccntinuance in business in the - United 
States of German insurance companies 
operating in this pence! A through 
branches, and whose princi Pal offices 
are in the State of New York. The 
rules, which were issued in pursuance 
of President Wilson's proclamation, were 
as follows: 

1, No moneys shall. be disbureed except 
for administrative or agency expenses, or 
for settlements under policy or other con- 
tracts made by, or with such companies 
Telating to the business of their United 
States branches. 

2. Any such disbursement in excess of 
$10,000 or any disbursement for purposes 
not specified in Rule 1, must_be approved 
by the Superintendent .of Insurance - or 
some person authorized by him ‘in writing, 
which approval,» when such disbursement’ 
is made by check, shall be ev iced by 
such ‘check being duly ‘countersigned ‘by

8.’ At the close of each day’s business a 
statement showing total cash income and 
outgo, with cash balances in office and in 
each ‘bank, shall be mailed to the Super- 
intendent ‘of Insurance at 165 Broadway, 
New York City.
